ORDINANCE NO. 2414 


PROHIBITING THE MANUFAC- 
TURE OR SALE OF INTOXICATING 
LIQUORS IN THE CITY OF ELY- 
RIA. 
OHIO: AND 
PROVIDING A 
PENALTY FOR VIOLATION. 
BE IT ORDAINED by the Council 
of the City of Elyria, State of Ohios 
SECTION 1. That the word "liquor" 
or the phrase "Intoxicating liquor", 
as used in this Ordinance, shall be 
construed to include alcohol, brandy 
whiskey, rum, gin, beer, ale, porter, 
wine and In addition 
thereto any 
spirituous vlnour. malt or fermented 
liquor, liquids and compounds, wheth 
of medicated, proprietary, patented, 
cr not, and by whatever name call- 
ed, containing one-half o* one per 
cent, or more, of alcohol by volume, 
which are ftt for use for beveiage 
purposes. 


SECTION 
2. Whoever 
manufac- 
tures, sells, barters, deliveis, trans- 
ports furnishes or possesses any in- 
toxicating liquors, except as author- 
ized by law shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction ther- 
of shall be punished as heremuiter 
provided. 


SECTION 3. Whoever advertises by 
any means or methods intoxicating 
liquor, 
or the manufacture, sale, 
keeping for sale or furnishing 
of 
the same, or where, how, from whom 
or at what price the same may be 
obtained, or formulas for the manu- 
facture thereof, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor 
and 
upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished'as herein- 
after specified; provided that noth- 
ing herein shall prohibit manufactur- 
ers and druggists holding the per- 
mits from such advertising, or pro- 
hibit the advertising of trade articles 
containing alcohol, but not coming 
within the meaning 
of this 
ordi- 
nance. 


SECTION 4. Whoever 
advertises, 
manufacturers, sells or possesses for 
sale, any substance, TorniuU. or ap- 
paratus designed or Intended for use 
In the unlawful manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquor, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction 
thereof shall ba punished aa herein- 
after provided. 


SECTION 6. Whoever maintains a 
building, structure or place where in 
toxicating 
liquor is manufactured, 
sold or advertised in violation of this 
ordinance, or whoever has knowl- 
edge that hi» building, structure or 
place Is occupied or used for advertis- 
ing, sale or manufacture of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall be guilty ot 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished as herein- 
after provided, 


SECTION 6. Whoever shall keep, 
or carry around on his person or in 
a vehicle or any other conveyance 
whatever or leave in a place for an- 
other to secure, any 
intoxicating 
liquor or who shall solicit, take or 
accept orders for the sale, shipment 
or delivery of intoxicating liquors In 
violation of the terms of this ordi- 
nance,. • shall ba guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished aa hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


SECTION 7. It is, and is hereby de- 
clared to be the duty of any police 
officer or other person having law- 
ful authority, who shall discover any 
person or persons in the act of trans- 
porting intoxicating liquors, to ar- 
rest the person, or persons, having 
th« same In charge and seize such 
intoxicating liquor. 


SECTION 8. That in any affidavit 
for ^the violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance, separate offenses 
.may be united In separate 
counts, 
and the defendant may be tried on 
all at one trial and the penalty for 
all offenses 
may 
be Imposed. It 
shall not ba necessary in any affi- 
davit for prosecution under this or- 
dinance to give the name of the pur- 
chaser or to Include arty defensive 
negative averments but it shall be 
sufficient to state that the act com- 
plained of was then and there pro- 
hibited and unlawful. 


SECTION 9. Any person who shall 
attend, testify or produce books, pa- 
pers, documents 
or other evidence 
in obedience to a. subpoena of any 
Court having Jurisdiction 
of viola- 
tions under this ordinance, for and 
on behalf of the City of Elyria, Ohio, 
shall he free from 
prosecution or 
subjection to any penalty for or on 
account of any transaction, matter 
or thing as to which, in obedience 
to a subpoena and under oath ha 
ma> so testify or produce evidence, 
but no person so testifying shall be 
exempted from prosecution and pun- 
ishment for perjury committed in so 
testifying. 


SECTION 10. From and after tha 
taking effect of thU ordinance the 
possession of liquors by any person 
not legally permitted under this or- 
dinance or under Federal laws, to 
possess liquor, shall be prima facie
